REMARKS 

By this Amendment, Applicants propose canceling claims 1-6, 8-14, 57, 59-65, 
74-91 , and 1 1 1 , without prejudice or disclaimer, to place this application in condition for 
allowance. 

Prior to this Amendment under 37 C.F.R. §1.116, claims 1 -6, 8-33, 35-40, 42-44, 
46, 47, 49-53, 55, 57, and 59-1 12 were pending in this application. Of these pending 
claims, claims 15-33, 35-40, 42-44, 46, 47, 49-53, 55, 66-73, 92-1 10, and 1 12 have 
been allowed. This Amendment cancels all rejected claims, leaving only allowed claims 
in this application. Without necessarily agreeing to the rejections in the final Office 
Action, the rejections are rendered moot by cancellation of all the rejected claims. 

Applicants respectfully request that this Reply under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .1 16 be 
entered by the Examiner, placing this application in condition for allowance.
